Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed 03/16/2012 has been approved, thus negating the Advisory 
action sent on 04/06/2012. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 14-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner notes 
that the art of record discloses a swing device for moving a transducer, however, the art of record 
fails to specify a drive device, first and second power transmission devices and first and second 
fixing devices wherein an axis direction of the drive device and an axis direction of the rotation 
shaft of the transducer unit are configured to intersect. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
